Princess Elizabeth—Bright rosy pink. 

Red Emperor—Bright red. This tulip and Kaiser- 
kroon bloom about 10 days earlier than other 
varieties. 

The Bishop—Rich deep violet. 

White Giant—Large, pure white.
